484 SHAKESPEARE-GARRICK. A Covered Cup, carved from the wood 
of Shakespeare’s mulberry tree, and formerly in the posses- 
sion of David Garrick. Round the sides of the cup are 
carvings in high relief, of Garrick between Tragedy and 
Comedy (after Sir Joshua’s famous picture), and Falstaff 
with the Merry Wives; beneath is a row of eight heads of 
Shakespearian characters, among whom Shylock, Henry VIII 
and Cardinal Wolsey are easily recognizable; round the 
foot are mulberry leaves and fruit, repeated on the lid, 
which is surmounted by a silver-gilt statuette of Garrick as 
Richard II].

and this she exhibited at the Tudor Exhibition in London.
